Shoe care is 
important rule 


Leather in many ways is just 
like our skin and responds to the 
same kind of treatment. 

With the beautiful leather being 
used in Canadian shoes this spring 
and summer, shoe conscious men 
and women will want to keep them 
looking clean and well cared for 
at all times. 

Here is a _procedure to follow 
which will help you to keep your 
shoes sparkling and bright 
throughout the season, 

Give leather shoes a very gentle 
washing, using a damp cloth and 
mild soap. This operation will take 
away much of the grime which has 
become embedded in the pores of 
the leather, After they have been 
washed, put your shoes on trees, or 
failing that they should be stuffed 
with paper and dried at room tem- 
perature, 

When the shoes are thoroughly 
dry, polish should be applied and 
allowed to remain on the shoes for 
a few minutes, Then a good rub- 
bing with a soft bristled brush fol- 
lowed by a soft cloth will bring 
out the highlights and they will 
lock as good as new again,

CANCER CRUSADE 
UNDERWAY 


A call to join forces against 
mankind’s cruelest enemy is 
being sounded throughout Al- 
berta this week as the Canad- 
ian Cancer Society’s annual ed- 
ucational and fund-raising cru- 
sade gets underway. The mo.- 
th-long drive has an objective 
of $390,000.00 with which the 
Society will carry on its three- 
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fold program of Research, Ed- 
ucation and Welfare. 


The provision of funds to 
carry on scientific research in- 
to the causes of, and cures for 
this dread disease is the Soc- 
iety’s main function. The Soc- 
iety itself does not own nor op- 
erate laboratories. From the 
funds raised during the Cancer 
Crusade, grants are made ‘o 
the National Cancer Institute 
of Canada, which is the profes- 
sional body charged with the 
responsibility of conducting 
and co-ordinating cancer re- 
search throughout Cianada. 
Last year the Institute spon- 
sored six basic reasearch pro- 
jects at the University of Al- 
berta. 

The centre of cancer resear- 
ch in Alberta is the late Dr. 
John S. McEachern Cancer Re- 
search Laboratory located in 
Edmonton, Last year 41 pro- 
jects were underway involving 
equipment and techniques as 
modern as ‘he ‘atomic age’ it- 
self. The Society contributed 
$22,000.00 towards 1e main- 
tenance costs of this labora- 
tory. Advances although seem- 
ingly slow are being made. An 
all-out research ai'tack is going 
on against cancer—it is now 
a matter of time. 


While research wiil ultim- 
ately provide the answer—a 
cure for cancer—lives are be- 
ing saved today by the Soci- 
e.y’s public education program: 
People are going to their doc- 
tors for prompt treatment. Sta- 
tisticians estimate that 8,000 
fel'ow Canvdians were saved 
from the disease last year; but 
wae sad fact is another 8,000 
might have been saved if they 
had seen ‘heir doctors in time. 
Officials of the Society point 
out that the best form of can- 
cer insurance is a knowledge 
of the ‘seven danger signals’ 
which may mean cancer; and 
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a thorough health examination 
once a year. This message of 
hope is circulated by radio and 
television announcements, film 
showings, public meetings, 
pamphlets and exhibits at cou- 
ntry fairs. 

Welfare services to he can- 
cer patient are designed to 
save lives and relieve or mini- 
mize suffering caused by the 
disease. These services may 
take the form of free cancer 
dressings, transportation to 
eancer clinics and .reatment 
centres, housekeeper service 
and drugs and medication. 

Without funds no attack 
could continue against this kil- 
ler. Last year, through | he gen- 
erosity of Albertans over $289- 
000.00 was raised. This year 
the need is even greater to 
provide money for res@arch; 
to save lives through public 
education; and to relieve «he 
sufferings of cancer patients.

They get full pay and 
allowances and qualify as a train- 
ed soldier before returning to their 
homes and perhaps part-time mi- 
litia activity, Here is Alex Dung 
of Deloraine, Man., taking rifle im 
struction, 
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A summary, by Miss Gale, 
of how the parents of primary 
pupils may help their children 
with their school work and 
school relationships: 

A large par. of your child’s 
social and academic school life 
depends upon attitudes and 
habits developed at ‘home be- 
fore the caild enters school. 
Therefore, encourage a_ posi- 
tive attitude toward school. 
Discuss school with your five- 
year-old, never tease ‘him about 
punishments or cross teachers, 
satisfy ‘his curiousity by ans- 
wering his questions—as many 
as possible—and asking some 
of your own. Also, develop in- 
dependence in your pre-school 
child. Assign him a task to be 
completed each day. Teach him 
to clothe ‘himself and to care 
for his belongings. Encourage 
good health and cleanliness 
habits and acceptable manners. 
Help prepare your child for 
school by building up his back- 
ground of first-hand experien- 
ces. The home has a wealth of 
oppor.unities for learning 
which even the school cannot 
equal—problems in money val- 
ues, measurement, telling time 
planning for trips, rational 
counting and other manipulat- 
ion of numbers. Let your child 
learn through helping in the 
solution of these simpler home 
problems. 

A pareni-child project, which 
should progress through the 
child’s pre-school and school 
life, is the maintenance of a 
good home library, This lib- 
rary should contain a good var- 
iety of literature—humorous, 
adventuresome and informat- 
ive. As a suggestion, subscribe 
to one or more child magazines 
The following are recommend- 
ed copies: 

Humpty Dumpty, 35c per copy 
Wee Wisdom 

Jack and Jill—35c 
Children’s Digest—35c 

Also, perhaps once a month, 
buy a small, hard-covered book 
for your child’s library. Here 
are a few suggested series 
from which to choose your 
book: 

Mickey Mouse Club Series 
Little Golden Book Series 
Terry-Toon Treasure Books 
Rand-MeNally Wonder Books 
Because, at this age, the child’s 
concentration span is short, be 
sure the book you choose is 
small and attractive. Enjoy 
these books and magazines 
with your child and share his 
feeling of importance in hav- 
ing a library of his own. 

With reference to comic 
books, if the right kind is cho- 
sen, they will benefit rather 
than harm the child. A good 
laugh with Bugs Bunny or Do- 
nald Duck never harmed any 
child and often Classics or Na- 
ture Comics are written in a 
good form of English and con- 
tain interesting, accurate in- 
formation 

Encourage your child to 
bring home school books to 
supplement his library. A word 
of warning—-Don’t be discour- 
aged if your child is choosing 
books that seem below his rea- 
ding level. Often adults enjoy 
reading literature that is easy 
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to understand, and your child 
will choose more difficult boo- 
ks as his reading ability devel- 
ops. 

To show that you are inter- 
ested in your child’s school 
work, schedule a story-telling 
time during which you discuss 
his school problems, read stor- 
ies to him or have him read 
aloud to you. Perhaps you won- 
der if, as your child grows 
more independent iin reading, 
you should continue reading 
aloud to him. If your child is 
using you as a crutch in his 
reading I would suggest that 
you avoid doing his reading 
for him, but if it is only for the 
sake of companionship or en- 
joyment, I see no harm in it. 
Do not let television interfere 
with your story-telling period. 
Enjoy the good television pro- 
grams with your child but turn 
the set off waen poor programs 
come on which neither of you 
enjoy. Do not let television be- 
come master of either you or 
your child. 

Next to reading, the under- 
standing of numbers and their 
place in our society, is an im- 
portant factor in the primary 
grades. If taught the simple 
use of money, measuring and 


gives you more 


counting for practical purpos- 
es in the home, the child wiil 
have a background on which 
to base his arithmetic work in 
school. However, if your child 
is weak in arithmetic, short, 
frequent drills may be helpful. 
These may be a game which 
the whole family enjoys. Avoid 
scolding or boring your child 
during ‘these drills, as it may 
affect ‘his attitude in school. 
Actual methods of addition or 
subtraction should not be tau- 
ght as the procedure of teach- 
ing has changed considerably 
in the past ten years. If your 
child needs help along this line 
consult ‘his teacher and she 
will help you with your prob- 
lem. 

Regardless of a parent’s un- 
derstanding or a teacher’s help 
it is impossible for a child to 
work to his full capacity with 
insufficient rest. Don’t under- 
estimate the importance of a 
strict sleeping schedule for 
your primary child. Hours of 
sleep recommended for each 
grade are as: follows: twelve 
hours for Grade One pupils, 
eleven and one-half ‘hours for 
Grade Two, eleven hours for 
Grade Three. If your child 
must rise early to catch a bus,
